Church and Stato. 

There is tio denviu'i timt roiik of llic iiu- 
tions eiitLTtaiiied by tlie (Jovornor reapectirig 
the duties of a ^ovcrninonl, arc of a rather 
uiitiquatcd character. No need is there to 
; Mf|^^^a, oiir.pflSt,experienca. of his actions 
lor a"-proof of this. We liave ample evi- 
dence of tbc fact in his epeccb, delivered the 
other day at the ro-opcninR of the Legisla- 
ture. Witliout dwelling upon the evideni 
desif;!! v.iiiuli !'.ii|ii'iiis in Ibo ilocuiiieiit to 
calcli jjublie atteiiliou ihriuijib the topics ol 
iiitere.st to ihe eoinmuiiity, but which sluiul 
not lliu slightest cliaiicc of bi'iiig carried out; 
let U8 examine the governmental projects loi 
tlio new Sottlemei5tf>. The necessity of tin 
Goveriiinent cxleiidmg il3 " foslering care" 
to ihoso ilistriel.i will bo apparent lo i-ver\ 
one. 'Wliethe.'- they have iiiiifoniily done so 
i.~ a (pieslion wlueli we do not lliink can b( 
answered in the afFirmative. Wo nil know 
that thoythaye' been left .wiihoui. oyen a jns- 
tico of the peace or a corouerj and tbot ii 
was only. lhrougb tbo aoitoo of a public 
ineoting held by the settlers complaining ol 
that stalo of things, lliiit llio (lovernrneiil 
seemed to nwala-n to a scn.=o of its ilulios 
t>o much for its fiislering care. Xow, !iow- 
cver, besides dcelatii-;: the necessity of pro- 
viding for the jjroleclioii aiul security of the 
settlers of Comox and Cowichan, the Govern- 
ment rnsbes to the otlicr extreme and goes 
beyond its loyilitnale ]ir('vinco. If there 
■\vero an urj;cnt demand in the .Seltleii-.entJ 
for schoolu lor tlie education of the youn;j:, il 
v.'oidd be oidy j«-:t and ]iropor tlial the 
Government sliould lend i\ l;clping haiul 
towards furwatding such a niorilorious in 
stilution. But that there is no pressing need 
for their immediate ealablisbiuent will be 
evident to any one upon the slightest refloc 
tion. As yet thoto cannot be a dozen of 
white children in both of the settlcmeni.s 
and if there were more, they are so scattered 
ana tliO means of coiiinuiiiicition so nude 
veloped, that it v.-ould be impossible for them 
to attend scliool. So tbot the coon try is not 
yet in a condition lo require ihe establishment 
of institutions for the secular instruction of 
the settler.'!, or ralhcr, of their cliiMren. I3ul 
the most absurd portion of the Ciovernor 
prop(isiiion i.s that of 'urnisliiiig aid for the 
rcli;;i'.)U3 insi ruction of the residents ol the 
district in qucs'.ion. Hero we are in the lat 
ter end of the nineteenth century, in one of 
the latest colonics of one of the most onligbt- 
cned empires in the world, and still we find 
our iCxecutivQ announcing a policy which 
would not bo entertained in many of the 
elder nation.s of lOurope. The union of 
(Jiiurch and .Stale may now Ijo placed in the 
catalogue of exploded ideas. To think there- 
fore of attempting to introduce it in a new 
country like this, in the faoa of its nbnndon- 
jnent by other colonies in which it once pro- 
vailed, shows how very far our rulers must 
be behind the age. Hnpposo there are si.xly 
EEttlers up in tin; new district.s, and that the 
prir cipal d Mioininations of the Uuiled Kini;- 
doni are represented by them, arc they not 
all oiililloil lo nil equal, sbaro of lljo publio 

funds to forward their religious interests, if 
tlio principle is iiitrodaoed at all ? Is the 

Government prepared to build half a dozen 
cliurcliiis and pay half a do/.en of minislers ol 
dill'erent creeds, out of the money belonging 
to the rest of the colony? If they are, they 
had better inaugurate the principle in Coma.x 
and Cowichan. 

If the Government are really sincere in 
their desire to go lo any reasonable length in 
assisting the new Settlements, they can du it 
in a far more sensible manner ihnn that pro- 
posed by the (iovernor.
